H. Hamilton Fyfe, the Daily Mail's 
correspondent at Petrograd, sends the 
following: 

It stood on a railway siding, light 
green and mysterious, steaming like a 
kettle on the boil. Soldiers buzzed 
around and in or out of it. They 
looked at it with wonder, with rever- 
ent affection in their gaze. 

There was a difference between 
those who came out and those who 
went in. They went in grimy, seam- 
ed with the squalor of campaignin.. 
They emerged shining with cleanli- 
ness. Their uniforms, too, had lest 
the depressing look which comes .o 
clothes that have been wort and 
slept in day and night for many days 
and nights on end. ‘They carried 
themselves with conscious pride. 

Ilave you ever been unable to wash 
or take your clothes off for a week? 
If so you can appreciate the acute 
luxury of bathing again and putting 
on clean linen.

1. All seeds entered for competition 
must have been grown by the exhibitor 
in the year 1914. 


2. Ne seeds shall be admitted for 
competition for prizes unless the quan 
tities of seed for sale as per sample 
exhibited, are at least 50 bushels of 
wheat, 30 bushels of eats, 20 bushels of 
barley, 3 bushels of timothy, 5 busbels of 
brome grass seed and one bushel of 
alfalfa seed. 


3. In wheat, oats, aud barley, one 
bushel shall be shown. In grass seeds, 
flax and potatoes, one half bushel. All 
exhibits of seed shall be held to be re- 
presentative of the total quantity of such 
seed offered for sale by the extibitor. 


4. No premium shall be awarded on 
exhibits that contain imparities, which in 
the opinion of the judge are of a noxious 
nature, 


5. No exhibitorshall receive more than

6. All samples of seed must be labeled 
after judging, with name and address of 
the exbibitor, the name of the variety, 
the amount of seed for sale and the sel- 
ling price, 


7. The Committee, in conjunction with 
the judges, reserve the right to debar 
any exhibit on which, in their judg- 
ment, a prohibitive price is placed. 


8. Any exhibitor making entry under

FOR AMATEUR USE 


Camera and ali Can be Made at Home 
by Following These’ Directions 
Carefully 


Why not take a few moving pictures 


of the family with your own machine? |

plicated. The camera box, in the first 
Place, must be deep enough to hoid 
the film in the bottom in a succession 
of layers.

The most important thing about the 
camera is the shutter, This is a cylin- 
der of wood and is 2% inches wide 
and 1% inches in diameter, A % inch 
steel rod is inserted in each end for 
use as an axle. A rectangular open- 
ing {s cut through the cylinder to ad- 
mit Mght at certain intervals, and two 
teeth-like projections are set in at a 
distance of % of an inch from a line 
drawn directly through the centre of 
the mortise, as shown in Fig. 2A and 
in such a manner that they will be 
1% inches apart. The mortised hole 
through the cylinder is 1 inch wide 
and & inch high, This is the size 
of the individual pictures on the film. 
These sprocket-like projections that 
we are putiing on the cylind@ must 
be just far enough apart to engagé 
the holes in the film and pul! it down 
as the cylinder is turned so that there 
will be a fresh film exposed when the 
mortised hole again gets in line with 
the lens and the film. It will be seen, 
therefore, that the utmost accuracy 
must be used in placing them. There 
are two sets of these pins or sprockets 
on each side of the cylinder. Figs. 
24 and 2B must be studied carefully 
and the directions followed exactly. 
The sprockets should, move the film 
just % of an inch at'each turn. 

The shutter and film are turned 
with two grooved pulleys on the out- 
Bide of the box. One of these pulleys 
about 1 inch in diameter, is attached 
to the axle of the cylindershutter and 
the other or drive wheel, 8 to 8% 
inches in diameter, ts placed below it 
The belt must be -sossed between the 
two pulleys, as the drive would other- 
wise be backward and very awkward. 
The adjustment of the cylinder-shutter 
in the camera must be carefully made. 
When completed and thecamera loaded 
with a roll of film the drive wheel 
must be turned so that the cylinder- 
shutter makes 8 complete revolutions 
per second, thus giving 16 exposures.
